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Bernadette Devlin Leads 
20,000 Irish Catholics Parade Past Troops 


NEWRY, Northern Ireland (AP)—Pro-Roman 
Catholic demonstrators estimated 
to number 
20,000, marched down Newry’s streets in an 
illegal parade Sunday but averted a clash with 
British troops by switching their route at the 
last minute. 
With tiny, defiant Bernadette Devlin in the 
lead, the silent marchers headed down a hill to­ 
ward _ Newry’s city center. 
An armed camp 
bristling with Northern Irish police and 3,000 
combat-ready British troops awaited them. 
Hanging over the procession was the memory 
of 13 civilians killed in a street fight with British 
soldiers in Londonderry on last week’s “ Bloody 
Sunday.” 
But shortly after falling in step, the marchers 
veered away from army barricades, made their 
way peacefully back through side streets and 
wound up at mass rally near their starting point. 


They claimed they had tricked the troops 
into guarding the wrong part of the tense border 
city and got away with a parade the army was 
ordered to prevent. 
There wpas no violence. 
British troops stayed 
on their side of the barricade and claimed their 
massive show of force frustrated the marchers 
from: reaching the city center. 
Whoever was right, it was a victory for re­ 
straint by both sides. 
Pope Paul VI and other 
religious and political leaders had pleaded for 
everyone in Newry to avoid bloodshed. 
About 300 green-jacketed parade marshals 
kept the marchers well away from the arm y 
barricades blocking off the route into the city 
center, avoiding the rock-throwing riot of last 
week in Londonderry. 
The crowd, demonstrating against internment 


without trial of suspected Irish Republican Army 
outlaws, cheered as Miss Devlin claimed victory 
over government warnings against holding the 
march. 
Referring to Prime Minister Edward Heath 
of Britain and the Northern Ireland prime min­ 
ister, Brian Faulkner, she said: “Mr. Faulkner 
and Mr. Heath nearly got down on their knees 
to beg us to call off this march, because they 
knew this march and the marches that will follow 
are going to bring down that clique at Stormont.” 
Stormont is the meeting place of Northern 
Ireland’s parliament, dominated by the British- 
ruled province’s two-to-one Protestant majority. 
“The civil resistance campaign will never be 
broken,” Miss Devlin continued. “We go on with 
the fight,” 
Miss Devlin, 24-year-old member of the Brit­ 


ish House of Commons, was joined in the march 
and afternoon rally in bright, chilly weather by 
other politicians and well known political mili­ 
tants. 
Among them were actress Vanessa Redgrave, 
Joan Plowright, the actress wife of Sir Laurence 
Olivier; and Kevin Boland, former Dublin de­ 
fense minister. 
Paddy Kennedy, on the arm y’s 
most wanted list as an IRA suspect, took part 
but avoided arrest as troops and police kept a 
mile away down the hill. 
Army helicopters hovered high above the 
mass rally that filled Rooney’s Meadow, an open 
space ringed by public housing projects. 
Across the border in the Irish republic, thous­ 
ands 
of 
demonstrators 
paraded 
peacefully 
throughout the country in sympathy with the 
Newry marchers but heeded pleas by their own 


government and the IRA to stay away from 
Newry. 
Five thousand marched quietly in Dublin, 
where last week an angry mob burned down the 
British Embassy. 
By early evening the Newry rally broke up 
and troops let the demonstrators make their 
way singly and in small groups through the 
barbed-wire barricades into the city center to 
reach cars and buses taking them away. 
Marshals with blue armbands warned the 
demonstrators to keep to sidewalks and avoid 
trouble. 
During the three-hour mile-long march and 
rally there was no sign of demonstrators carry­ 
ing arms or wearing the black berets and combat 
jackets of the IRA. 
The IRA had ordered its 
outlaws; to leave their guns at home. 


Mental Patient 
Hijacks a Bus 


SALISBURY, 
N.C. 
(AP) - 
Police said an escaped mental 
patient hijacked a Continental 
Trailways bus with 10 passen­ 
gers aboard Sunday, took a 
teen-aged girl hostage, and led 
officers on a 40-mile, four-coun­ 
ty chase before crashing the 
bus into a roadblock. 
Donald Ray Henderson, 22, of 
Atlanta, was held under $64,000 
bond by Davidson County au­ 
thorities Sunday night after the 
incident. 
Henderson, an escapee from 
a Florida, m ental hospital, was 
charged with 
a 
total of 17 
counts ranging from kidnap to 
larceny and armed robbery, a 
sheriffs departm ent spokesman 
said. 
Davidson County Sheriff Fred 
Sink said the bus was com­ 
mandeered 
near 
Lexington, 
N.C., on Interstate 85 by a man 
wielding a .22-caliber pistol a 
few minutes after it had left 
High Point. 
Sink said the bus driver was 
forced to turn off the highway 
and drive for about 10 or 15 
miles on a local road. He said 
the gunman then robbed the 
passengers and the driver of 
money and jewelry and forced 


off the bus all but one passen­ 
ger, Shirley Jane Clookey, 15, 
of Largo, Fla. 
The sheriff said the man sped 
off with the bus and the girl as 
hostage. The hijacker’s exact 
destination was not known im­ 
mediately. 
The driver notified police and 
soon afterward a chase began, 
Sink said. At one point, officers 
said, 
approximately 
15 
cars 
from the highway patrol and 
three 
sheriff’s 
departments 
were in pursuit 
with sirens 
blaring and lights flashing. 
The large bus hit speeds of 80 
miles per hour as it zigzagged 
through several counties in cen­ 
tral North Carolina, police said. 
Rowan County Deputy Sheriff 
C. R. Barringer said the bus 
crashed into a roadblock, made 
up of an empty oil tanker and a 
city police car, on U.S. 52 at 
the Salisbury city limits. Barri­ 
nger said the bus careened head- 
on into a car stopped behind 
the roadblock and then turned 
over in a ditch, seriously in­ 
juring the driver of the car, 
Brooks 'Phillips, 69, of Salisbu- 
tf.

Jackson Raps 
Nixon Critics 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson said Sunday 
he thinks it’s bad policy and 
probably bad politics for presi­ 
dential candidates to criticize 
President Nixon’s latest Viet­ 
nam proposal while Nixon’s ne­ 
gotiations continue. 
The Washington senator, him­ 
self a candidate for the Demo­ 
cratic nomination, reproved his 
primary rival, .Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie of Maine, for voicing 
such criticism. 
He called for the presidential 
contenders to observe “a cool­ 
ing-off period” on the war is­ 
sue, at least until after Nixon’s 
trip to mainland China. 
Jackson was interviewed on 
the ABC te!evision-radio pro­ 
gram, “Issues and Answers”. 
Referring to Muskie’s attack, 
Jackson said, “I think the tim­ 
ing was unfortunate. The Presi­ 
dent is in the process of nego­ 
tiation. I think it would be well 
to have a cooling-off period.” 
He insisted that he believes 
criticism of the admnistration 
Is healthful, 'but added, “There 
will be plenty of time to hold 
the President accountable.” 
Politically, 
he 
said, 
“the 


Democrats can hurt themselves 
by being .so critical, that you 
don’t 
give 
the 
President 
a 
chance to even negotiate at a 
time when he’s about to leave 
for Peking which could be an 
important part of this, whole ef­ 
fort.” 
On the other hand, former 
Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy said 
he disagrees with the content of 
Muskie’s alternate proposal but 
disputed an assertion by Secre­ 
tary of State William P. Rogers 
that it was harmful to the na­ 
tional interest. 
A presidential election year, 
McCarthy 
said, 
is 
a 
time 
“ when you have to lay down 
very basic challenges” to ad­ 
ministration positions on for­ 
eign policy as well as other 
fields. McCarthy is among the 
Democratic contenders. 
He was questioned on the 
NBC tv-radio program, “ Meet 
the Press '”' 
Jackson, questioned about his 
stance on school busing, said he 
is preparing to offer legislation 
which 
would 
prohibit 
both 
school officials and the courts 
from ordering busing for racial 
balance alone.

Pottstown 
area 
youngsters 
were 
delighted 
when 
snow 
began falling shortly after noon 
Sunday but motorists were not 
as pleased to face treacherous 
roads that stayed slippery all 
day despite the work of highway 
crews. 
While 75 to 100 children and 
adults were gliding over the ice 
at the borough’s new skating 
rink in Memorial Park; drivers 
were struggling to keep their 
cars from sliding on Routes 100 
and 724, reportedly the most 
dangerous, roads in the area. 
The snow fell steadily until 
9:30 p.m. with a few flurries 
continuing through 
the 
night 
and 
3 inches 
were reported 
throughout the Pottstown area. 
That was too little for some 
road crews to plow but it wasn’t 
the depth of the snow that made 
driving hazardous.

U.S. Turns 


Bangladesh 


CALCUTTA, 
India 
(AP) - 
Prime Minister Sheik Mujibur 
Rahman of Bangladesh told a 
huge public meeting here Sun­ 
day that the United States has 
turned its back on the suffer­ 
ings of his people and failed the 
cause of democracy on the In­ 
dian subcontinent. 
“Why was the US. govern­ 
ment giving arms to Pakistan 
when the massacre of my in­ 
nocent, countrymen was going 
on in towns and villages?” he 
asked. “Did not the U.S. gov­ 
ernment know of it while it had 
machinery functioning there at 
the time? 
“I request the U.S. govern­ 
ment to see that democracy, 
about which they talk so much, 
functions everywhere.” 
The visiting Bangladesh lead­ 
er’s speech coincided with pub­ 
lication by Indian newspapers 


SAIGON (AP) - American 
air cavalrymen borne by heli­ 
copters made “flame drops” of 
napalm Sunday on what ap­ 
peared to be newly constructed 
North Vietnamese bunkers 25 
miles northeast of Saigon. The 
action came in a series of spoil­ 
ing operations designed to pre­ 
empt anticipated Tet attacks in 
the capital region. 
On the opposite of Saigon, 25 
miles to the northwest, 30 Viet 
Cong soldiers ripped into South 
'Vietnamese 
militiamen 
near 
the district town of Trang Bang 
on Highway 1, killing five of 
the government soldiers and 
wounding five. 'Two enemy sol­ 
diers were reported killed in 
the fight. 
Field reports said 
the air 
cavalrymen 
are 
conducting 
scores of patrols, in efforts to 
keep off balance two 
North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong in­ 
fantry regiments, two separate 
infantry battalions, a sapper 
battalion and an artillery bat­ 
talion. 
They are operating in Bien 
Hoa, Long Khanh and Phuoc 
Tuy provinces, 
which border 
■Saigon to the north and east. 
Bien Hoa is the headquarters of 


the 3rd Brigade. 
When 
air 
cavalrymen 
on 
ground patrol approached the 
newly discovered bunker com­ 
plex Sunday, they drew fire but 
suffered 
no 
casualties. 
They 
pulled back and called in heli­ 
copters to drop canisters of na­ 
palm on the bunkers, which 
were believed to contain clay­ 
more mines to maim Ameri­ 
cans if they 
swept 
through 
them on foot. 
Communiques from the Sai­ 
gon and U.S., 
military’ 
com­ 
manders Sunday indicated the 
lightest 
action 
in 
several 
weeks. But such communiques 
often lag as many as 24 hours 
behind what is actually happen­ 
ing on the battlefield. 
The Saigon command report­ 
ed 11 “enemy initiated” 
in­ 
cidents, including three rockets 
and mortar attacks, during the 
24-hour period ending at 6 a.m. 
Sunday.

light observation helicopter was 
shot down Saturday afternoon 
in Kontum province in the cen­ 
tral highlands.

Pakistan had always preach­ 
ed that India was the enemy 
and had to be crashed, he said, 
adding: “ Why should India be 
our enemy? Indians are our 
brothers.” This drew 
cheers 
from the crowd. 
It will be difficult for Bangla­ 
desh to repay its debt to India, 
he said. 
“Because of the Pakistani at­ 
rocities in my country’, I am 
left destitute * and all that I 
can now offer you is my life.” 
He said three million Ben­ 
galis lost their lives last year in 
East Pakistan, during the Paki­ 
stani military rule, and, 40 per 
cent of the homes had been de­ 
stroyed by the army. 
“Our people fought unitedly,” 
he added. “I could not provide 
them, with weapons but they 
fought 
with 
whatever 
they 
had.”

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Edison s Birthday 


Feb. 11 will be the 125th anniversary 
of the birth of Thomas A. Edison, and 
it is a date that deserves wider observ­ 
ance than is accorded it. A world that 
reserves most of its plaudits for the an­ 
niversaries of the births of statesmen and 
public officials is little cognizant of the 
day on which Edison was born. 


Edison was one of the greatest and 
most useful Americans. 
His industry 
and dedication to the task at hand have 
become legends. Starting with practi­ 
cally no formal educaion and no money, 
he became the world’s greatest inventor 
to whom more than 2,'000 patents were 


issued. At his death he was working on 
the problem, of synthetic rubber, a task 
which others carried to completion. 


He invented or contributed mightily 
to the development of the electric light, 
the phonograph, the storage battery, the 
motion picture. 
The economy of the en­ 
tire world was remade as a result of his 
efforts. 


Giant research laboratories with mil­ 
lions at their disposal now are engaged in 
the promotion of technological progress, 
but in Edison’s day one man eclipsed the 
achievements of all such laboratories. 
Edison was that man, and the world 
will not see Ais like again. 


Some Things Take Time 


Some kind of record for deliberation 
must have been established by the World 
Health Organization’s executive board in 
its quest for a suitable definition of a 
doctor. 


After 25 years of careful consideration, 
the board has succeeded in its task. 


But this is not the end of the matter. 
The definition adopted by the board now 
must go before the May meeting of the 
WHO1 General Assembly for final adop­ 
tion. No one has ventured to predict how 
long that precedure may take. 


No one presumably will 
press the 
assembly for a speedy judgment. Addi­ 
tional time m ay be required to recall why 
the definition was wanted in the first 
place. As for the subject of all this pain­ 


staking deliberation, the board has set­ 
tled on this gem: 


“ A physician is a person who, having 
been duly admitted to a medical school 
duly recognized in the country in which 
it is located, has successfully completed 
the prescribed course of studies in medi­ 
cine 
and 
has 
acquired 
the requisite 
qualifications to be licensed to practice 
medicine (comprising prevention, diag­ 
nosis. treatment and rehabilitation), us­ 
ing independent judgement to promote 
community and individual health.” 


Webster might have done better, but 
this definition is acceptable. Now that 
WHO is close to a decision on who a 
doctor is, what does it propose doing with 
its newfound discovery? 


Goldwater Opens Fire 


No one can accuse Sen. B arry Gold­ 
water of being unfaithful to the defense 
effort. A retired major general in the 
Air Force Reserve, Goldwater consist­ 
ently has supported new weapons pro­ 
grams and the defense budget in gen­ 
eral. 


So when Barry Goldwater castigates 
defense 
procurement 
procedures 
and 
says what that part of the Pentagon 
needs is a good head-rolling — as he 
did before the Senate Armed Services 
Committee — the Pentagon brass had 
better don its air raid helmets. 


Referring to the Pentagon's “seem-

ing inability” to produce new weapons, 
Goldwater added: 


“I think it is a disgrace that the great­ 
est technological country in the world 
takes six or seven years to do what the 
Soviet Union does in three.” 


The occasion for Goldwater’s assault 
on defense procurement was a confirm­ 
ation hearing for Kenneth Rush, appoint­ 
ed to the position of deputy secretary of 
defense. The senator told Rush: ‘‘I hope 
that by the time you get your hat and 
coat off over there you’ll have some fur 
flying and I don’t care if there are some 
heads mixed up in it.”

Cancer Bill Support Needed 


Research 
To the Editor: Although the 
compromise cancer bill does not 
follow all the recommendations 
of the National Panel of Consul­ 
tants on the 'Conquest of Cancer, 
it represents a definite s t e p 
forward. 
However, passage of this law 
is not enough to insure the 
needed improvement in cancer 
research. Continuing evidence 
of public support is needed to 
be certain that the cancer re­ 
search program is not delayed 
or hindered in any way. The 
bill that was passed authorizes 
the appro pria.ti.on of funds. A 
second bill is needed each year 
to appropriate the money. Un- 
fortdnately, 
the 
authorization 
bill was passed too late to affect 
the appropriation bill for 1972. 
Instead of the $420 million auth­ 
orized for fiscal 1972, only $337 
million was appropriated. This 
makes it all the more important 
that the full amounts authorized 
for fiscal 1973 and 1974 be ap­ 
propriated. These come to $530 
million for fiscal 1973 and $640 
million for fiscal 1974. These 
sums are the bare minimum 
needed, and it is vital that the 
full amounts be used for the 
cancer program and not div­ 
erted to other purposes or with­ 
held. 
In the past, cancer research 
funds have 
been reduced or 
withheld. To prevent this from 
happening again, we must be 
prepared to write to our elected 
representatives asking for the 
full appropriation that was au­ 
thorized.

All Around the Town 


Rail Accident Occurs 


Near French Creek

This column wishes it were possible to con­ 
clude the account of the Pennypacker reunion 
with the comforting thought that all visiting 
families returned home safely that miserably 
rainy day of Oct. 4, 1877. But this was not to be. 
The storm, which had interferred with the out­ 
door festivities, caused a great deal of havoc to 
public roads, dams and culverts. One such un­ 
detected washout occurred in a ravine 80 feet 
wide about three quarters of a mile before 
reaching Kimberton on the Pickering Valley 
railroad. 
There had been potentially dangerous railroad 
accidents in our area before, but never one in 
which life was lost by a passenger seated in the 
cars. The regular 6 o’clock evening train left 
Phoenix'ville. There was. no thought of disaster 
in the minds of its 125 passengers. Most were 
exhausted by the excitement of the day spent in 
Schwenksviile with family members whose com­ 
pany had not been enjoyed for years. 
Upon reaching the wash-out section of road­ 
bed, it was later deducted, the reflection of the 
locomotive’s headlight on the rails still spanning 
the gulley may have deceived the engineer. In 
any event, no attempt was made to slow the cars, 
and it was therefore assumed he had no fore­ 
warning of danger. 
When the train struck the washout, the engine 
leaped into space, struck the opposite bank, then 
settled down into Stygian darkness. The tender 
landed next 
with crushing impact upon the 
steam-shrouded locomotive. Then followed wood­ 
en 
passenger 
cars, 
ripping 
themselves 
into 
kindling by their impact. 
Apparently the entire roof was pulled away 
from the first car by the undercarriage of the 
second. “How any person occupying this car 
could have escaped death is beyond human ken,” 
wrote the Pottstown Ledger Oct. 5. 
“Charles Golding, the conductor, who was in 
the rear car was badly injured internally, not­ 
withstanding which he managed to get to a farm 
house nearby, gave the alarm to the neighbor­ 
hood, and then, procured a person to drive him 
to Phoenixville, where he notified Mr. J. P. Gor­ 
man. the efficient station agent at that place, who 
at once ordered out the pusher and two passenger 
cars, and had the citizens of the place notified 
by the ringing of the fire bell. 
“The cars were soon filled with the citizens 
of the place, eager to lend a helping hand, and 
were soon at the scene of disaster, where the 
groans of the injured and dying, and the scream s 
of the women and children who were endeavoring 
to escape from their imprisonment was per­ 
fectly heart rending. 
“These people labored diligently all night in 
getting out the dead and. wounded who were 
removed to the farm houses in the vicinity and 
some 17 or 18 taken to Phoenixville where the 
private citizens as well as Hotel proprietors 
threw open their houses and did all in their 
power to alleviate suffering.” 
We 'won’t dwell on individual scenes of tragedy 
during this night, nor of redrawing the horror. 
Our hope is to recreate the scene in its entirety, 
and a vast canvas it was of wrecked timbers 
amid flame escaping steam during the dark of 
night. Here and there men ran. and women car­ 
rying lanterns; priests and ministers knelt by 
the suffering. And the neighbors opened their 
hearts, as they are opened only by tragedy. One 
such scene was described next day in the 
Ledger: 
“The humble residence of Mr. Isaac Moyer, 
near by, was temporarily transferred into a hosp­ 
ital, fifteen of the unfortunates having b e e n 
carried thither and made as comfortable as 
possible. Bedding was spread upon the floor, and 
here amid pain and suffering the long dreary 
hours of the night were passed. In one corner 
of the room lay a confused heap of hats, ladies’ 
bonnets, a little child’s hat, and various articles 
of clothing, that had been picked up, and were 
awaiting identification.” 
The scene described next day: “The railroad 
where the break occurred passes close to French 
creek, a narrow' cornfield separating the road 
and creek. The height of the enbankment on the 
lower side is fully 40 feet and on the upper side 
about 15 feet, the point of depression being great­ 
est where the bank gave away. The tremendous 
fall of rain speedily yielding to the pressure, 
washing out a chasm fully eighty feet wide at the 
bottom of the ravine. Huge boulders and masses 
of rock and earth were hurled a considerable 
distance. 
From the press of Oct. 10: “On the train were 
three little boys, 12 or 13 years of age, Herbert 
Hartman, Orlando March and Master Cleven- 
stine, who were returning from school at Phoe­ 
nixville. The two former were thrown through the 
front door of the passenger car on to the en- 
bankment and were uninjured. They immedi­ 
ately started over the hills to a farm house and 
alarmed the inmates and then returned to the 
wreck to hunt up their companion, young Cleven- 
stine, who they found had been thrown against 
the end of the car and was fearfully injured. 
“The little fellows soon saw that there were 
too many to be cared for to insure much attention 
to their young school mate from others, so they 
heroically picked up the injured boy and. started 
with him through the raging storm for his home 
in Kimberton, where they arrived in due time 
in safety. They displayed1 an amount of coolness 
and discretion in this instance that would have 
done credit to older heads.” 
Reading Railroad trains then had windows 
barred with iron. Danger of fire and escaping 
steam this night taught the lesson that such bars 
must be eliminated in all future construction. 
It is to be noted, too, that during this excite­ 
ment 19 persons stopped at Pottstown overnight 
at the Merchant’s Hotel, rather than risk further 
rail travel by rails during the dark of night . . . 
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Polish Writers Blast Communist Censorship 


WARSAW (AP> - Poland’s 
writers blasted Communist cen­ 
sorship at their congress this 
weekend but made it known 
they are ready to compromise 
with the 
party leadership of 
Edward Gierek. 
The assembly of more than 
200 writers was meeting for the 
first time since the autocratic 
regime of Wladyslaw Gomulka 
fell after a wave of riots 14 
months ago. 
W e s t e r n newsmen were 
barred 
from 
the closed-door 
congress, and the official Polish 
press agency has so far only 
reported the event in general­ 
ities, including a resolution con­ 


demning American “ agression” 
in Vietnam. 
But a source president said 
Sunday: “ The meeting’s whole 
theme was one of compromise, 
while at the same time not for­ 
getting to attack censorship.”

WASHINGTON - People . . . 
Places . . . 
T here’s 
nothing 
really 
new 
about the administration’s offer 
to spend $2.5 billion in North 
'Vietnam, 
if 
only 
Hanoi 
will 
listen 
to 
reason. 
President 
Johnson offered the enemy $1 
billion four years ago, and was 
curtly turned down. In this kind 
of half-hearted war, it pays to 
be stubborn. As in other aspects 
of it, the enemy is certain to 
hold 
out 
for 
a 
better 
deal, 
knowing that we’ll never hit 
him with our Sunday punch. 
There m ust have been a tim e 
during the French colonial rule 
of Indochina when $2.5 billion 
would have 'bought both North 
and South Vietnam — lock stock 
and barrel. But inflation has set 
in. 
In. dollars, we have now 
spent more than one hundred 
billion 
of 
them 
and 
have 
long since given up all hope of 
"winning” over the North. All 
we’re now seeking is a draw , 
Panmunjom type, and in the 
hope of speeding that day we 
say we’ll dean up the m ess we 
made. 
That is not without precedent, 
of course. In World W ar II, we 
knocked down Germany, Japan, 
and lots of Italy, then went in 
and paid to put everything back 
t o g e t h e r .

We’re som ething very dear 
and special in the annals of this 
old planet.

NOT ORDINARY 
Ordinarily when a bus driver 
quits his job for another it 
doesn’t cause cause much of a 
stir. But according to his pas­ 
sengers, Huss was no ordinary 
operator. 
“He really was an exceptional 
driver,” one long-time passen­ 
ger lamented. “ I hate to see 
him go. He was always courte­ 
ous and friendly. He frequently 
got out of the bus to help elder­ 
ly women across the street and 
always was doing little things 
for his riders.” 
Indeed, Huss was more than 
a driver; he was a confident of 
many troubled passengers. “ I 
got to know m any of my passen­ 
gers very well,” Huss said. 
“ Sometimes when I’d be' alone 
with one passenger on the bus, 
he’d tell me his troubles. 
I 
gave out a lot of advice. I don’t 
know how good it was.” 
He even was familiar with 
some of his riders’ illnesses.

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Heath Appeals for Talks to End Civil Strife in 
HARROGATE, England (AP) 
— Prime Minister Edward 
Heath appealed; Sunday for 
talks to end the civil strife 
which has brought death and de­ 
struction to the British-ruied 
province of Northern Ireland. 
In a speech to young Con­ 
servatives in this Yorkshire 
town, Heath, directed his, plea to 
all those concerned with the 
violence which resulted last 
Sunday in the killing of 13 
people at a civil rights demon­ 
stration in Londonderry. 
Heath spoke as an estimated 
20,000 Civil rights demonstra­ 
tors prepared to defy the 
Northern Ireland government 
and British troops by marching 
on Newry. 
The 
prime 
minister 
de­ 
nounced preconditions for talks 
put forward by leaders of the 
province’s 500,000 Roman Cath­ 
olics, who are at daggers- 
drawn with the million Protest­ 
ants. He said the time had 
passed for such diplomatic bar­ 
gaining. 


Shapp Hopes 
To 
Eltd State 
Sales Tax 


PHILADELPHIA 
(AP) 
— 
Gov. Shapp said over the week­ 
end that one of his aims is to 
eliminate the state sales tax as 
part of a greater reform of 
Pennsylvania’s tax structure. 
His feelings on the sales tax 
and otter matters came out in 
separate interviews with the 
Philadelphia Bulletin and the 
Philadelphia Inquirer. 
“ I would like to see the .sales 
tax eliminated,” he told the In­ 
quirer. “It can -be done contin­ 
gent upon any major tax re­ 
form, including the passage of 
-the graduated income tax.” 
Shapp told the Bulletin, how­ 
ever, he would like to see the 
sales tax retained on two 
Úterns: “Hotel bills because 
lhat's mostly money from out 
of state and we might as well 
Uake advantage of that; (and) 
a u t o m o b i l e s because you 
-wouldn’t need any kind of a 
system to check because you 
already have the title informa­ 
tion coming into Harrisburg, so 
it’s easiest to check ” 
In the interview with the Inr 
quirer he said of the sales tax: 
“It is one of the most regres­ 
sive forms of tax, and it espe­ 
cially hurts the lower-income 
groups.” He also charged that 
there had been “real slippage’ 
in collecting the tax. 
“ We’re starting to comput­ 
erize the companies collecting 
the sales tax,” he said, “but no 
matter what you do it remains 
the hardest tax to collect.” 
In the interviews published 
by both newspapers, Shapp said 
shoppers 
from 
neighboring 
states would come to Pennsyl­ 
vania if the sales tax were 
eliminated here. 


“If they have a constructive 
contribution to make towards a 
solution I cannot believe, after 
the tragedy of Londonderry, 
that they will continue to hold 
back,” he said. 
NOT ASKING 
“We are not asking them to 
give up their views on intern­ 
ment. We are not asking them 
to abandon their aspirations for 
a united Ireland. We are simply 
asking them to meet with other 
legitimate representatives of 


the people of Northern Ireland 
to discuss how conditions of 
peace- can be restored through­ 
out the province.” 
Heath's 
appeal 
was 
ad­ 
dressed to Roman Catholic po­ 
litical groups who have refused 
to cooperate with the Protest­ 
ant-based 
Northern 
Ireland 
government. These groups de­ 
mand first an end to the policy 
of jailing without trial sus­ 
pected guerrillas of the Irish 
Republican Army. 


The IRA aims to unite the 
mainly Protestant North with 
the 
predominantly 
Catholic 
Irish republic in the South. 
In what was clearly a refer­ 
ence to Prime Minister Jack 
Lynch of Ireland, Heath reiter­ 
ated that Northern Ireland is 
Britain’s responsibility. 
“But it is right that I, as 
prime minister of the govern­ 
ment which carries the respon­ 
sibility, should tell all such 
people that I cannot accept 


their right to 'use words which 
can only stir up further hatred 
and violence,” he said. 
BY CONSENT 
Heath insisted Northern Ire­ 
land could only be allowed to 
leave Britain by the consent of 
the people. 
“It is a fact that at the 
present timé a substantial ma­ 
jority in Northern Ireland insist 
on remaining within the United 
Kingdom,” he added. 
The British prime minister 


said, however, that the Catholic 
minority must be able to enjoy 
“ the same rights, both in law 
and in practice, as every citi­ 
zen enjoys in Britain.” 
A demonstrator in the au­ 
dience interrupted Heath with 
slogans of “release internees 
and then you have the solution 
and “justice for the people of 
Northern 
Ireland—our 
Ire­ 
land.”

U.S. and North Vietnam Accuse Each Other of Blocking Peace Efforts 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
North Vietnamese Minister of 
State Xuan Thuy and U.S. Sec­ 
retary of State William P. Ro­ 
gers each accused the other’s 
government Sunday of blocking 
progress in efforts to end the 
Vietnam war. 
Thuy said President Nixon’s 
revelation of secret negotiations 
with Hanoi created a serious 
obstacle to a peaceful settle­ 
ment. But Rogers said Xuan 
Thuy’s government had been 
“ totally intransigent” in both 
secret and public negotiations. 
Rogers said, however, “ they 
have 
not 
rejected 
President 
Nixon’s proposal in eight points 
as such. I would hope in future 
they would realize negotiations 
hold out the best hope.” 
He said these proposals “ pro­ 
vide a basis on which agree­ 
ment could be reached.” 
Rogers was interviewed on 
the CBS-TV program “Face the 
Nation” in Washington directly 
after a broadcast of a dis­ 
cussion with Xuan Thuy, chief 
North Vietnamese negotiator at 
Paris, which “Face the Nation” 
taped in the French capital Fri­ 
day. 
NOT POSSIBLE 
Rogers, assessing the nego­ 
tiating situation, said the North 
Vietnamese position at present 
was. such that “ it is not pos­ 
sible to work out a solution un­ 
less we give them everything 
they want.” 
The secretary insisted that 
North Vietnam’s “ Last remain­ 
ing hope is to divide the Ameri­ 
can people . . . we are not go­ 
ing to permit that.” 
Returning to his criticism of 
Sen. Edmund Mustíe, D-Maine, 
who took a dim view of Nixon’s 
eight-point peace plan, Rogers 
said he did not think that he 
and the President were the only 
persons who could define the 
national interest, “ but it is in­ 
cumbent on the other branches 
of the government to permit us 
to conduct these negotiations.” 
Xuan Thuy said Nixon’s reve­ 
lations of secret talks were an 
obstacle to the success of nego­ 
tiations. 
“An absolute obstacle?” he 
was asked. 
“A serious obstacle,” he re­ 
plied. 
The secret talks, he said, had 
brought certain benefits. 
“ I understand Nixon’s posi­ 
tion. It (the position) wants 
U.S. troops out, but maybe not 
completely. It wants Thieu’s or­ 
ganization to be kept in pow­ 
er,” a reference to Nguyen Van 
Thieu, president of South Viet­ 
nam. 
M ISSES CHANCE 
He 
said 
Nixon 
missed 
a 
chance to settle the war and at­ 
tain the release of American 
prisoners of war last fall when 
Thieu was re-elected with no 
opposition candidates running. 
Nixon’s support of Thieu, he 
said, ■ was why North Vietnam 
had changed its position on the 
return of American prisoners 
At that time, he said, “we 
put the question within the mili­ 
tary question. In 1971 it was 
our earnest desire to see Mr 
Nixon settle the Vietnam ques­ 
tion quickly . . . there was a 
very 
opportune 
occasion 
to 
settle the war before the Octo­ 
ber election, but Mr. Nixon re­ 
fused to do so . . . now the po­ 
litical 
and 
military question 
must be settled together.” 
'The prisoner return offer was 
reported 
in 
interviews 
with 
North Vietnamese officials by 
two newspapers. 
But Rogers said it “just isn’t 
true” that any such proposal 
was ever made officially. 
“They are using these prison­ 
ers as political pawns,” he 
said. 
POLITICAL PAWNS 
Xuan Thuy said Nixon was 
using the prisoners as political 
pawns. 
He said a revised prisoner 
list, 
with 
additional 
names, 
would be issued “in due time.” 
Asked 
whether the United 
States 
planned 
further com­ 
mando raids to free prisoners, 
Rogers did not answer directly 
but said “ we are going to do 
everything 
passible” 
to free 
them. 
He accused the North Viet­ 
namese of “ violating every rule 
of international law” in its han­ 
dling of the prisoner question 
Xuan Thuy said fear of such 
commando raids and fear that 
any 
international 
inspection 
body would provide the United 
States 
with 
information 
for 
them was why such tours were 
not permitted. 
Rogers said this was an ex­ 
ample of the violation of inter­ 
national law; 
The secretary said it was not 
the regime of President Thieu 
the United States was support­ 
ing but “the right of the people 
of South Vietnam to determine 
their own future. 
“We're not going to pull up 
stakes and get out and say to 
the 
Communists, 
just 
take 
over.” 
On the other hand, 
Xuan 
Thuy asked: 
“Why does he 
(Nixon) not issue a statement 
now, ‘We stop any support to 
the 
Saigon 
administration’? 
Then 
the 
Vietnam 
problem 
would be very easily settled.” 
Xuan Thuy, head of the North 
Vietnamese delegation to the 


Paris peace conference, met 
with Dr. Henry Kissinger dur­ 
ing 30 months of secret negotia­ 
tions beginning in 1969. A. spe­ 
cial adviser, Le Due Tho at­ 
tended some of the meetings, 
which were revealed by Nixon 
in a speech Jan. 25. 
Xuan Thuy was asked: “You 
have charged President Nixon 
and Mr. Kissinger with break­ 
ing the understanding on the 
secret talks, and with publish­ 
ing in a distorted fashion the 


contents of them. Does this 
criticism imply that furhter se­ 
cret meetings of this sort are 
no longer welcome?” 
Xuan Thuy: “ I can tell you 
that at least twice President 
Nixon has broken his engage­ 
ment. First when we had the 
private 
meetings 
with 
Am­ 
bassador (Henry) Cabot Lodge. 
Ambassador Lodge himself pro­ 
posed to keep the meetings se­ 
cret. But afterwards, in No­ 
vember, 1969. President Nixon 


publicized these private meet­ 
ings. Second, when special ad­ 
viser 
Kissinger 
had 
private 
talks with me and Mr. Le Due 
Tho, Mr. Kissinger himself pro­ 
posed that we should not com­ 
municate the substance of the 
meeting to any other Ameri­ 
cans, or any other third per­ 
sons. But we kept the promise 
and we did not divulge secrecy. 
“ But now both President Nix­ 
on and special adviser Kissin­ 
ger make public these private 


meetings. The fact of publica­ 
tion of the substance of these 
private meetings constitutes an 
obstacle to the negotiations for 
the peaceful settlement of the 
Vietnam problem . . . it is a 
serious obstacle.” 
Q: “Supposing Dr. Kissinger 
were to say to you ‘I want to 
discuss these very important is­ 
sues, these two points—of the 
Viet Cong—and all the related' 
issues in private . . . May I 
come to Paris to talk to you?’ 


Would you say to come ahead 
or 
would 
you 
say to stay 
home?” 
A: “This would depend on 
whether we can . . . assess 
whether 
President Nixon 
or 
special adviser Kissinger really 
want a settlement or not.” 
X u a n 
Thuy 
repeatedly 
stressed the two “clarifications 
or 
elaborations” 
made 
last 
week by the Viet Cong’s seven- 
point peace proposal originally 
submitted to the peace confer-! 


ence July 1. 
The two points call for the 
United States to set “a specific 
terminal date” for complete 
withdrawal from South Viet­ 
nam—previously 
the 
demand 
was for the United States to get 
out within a six month period— 
and for the “ immediate resig­ 
nation” of Thieu. Before the 
United States was told only to 
stop supporting Thieu. 
Xuan Thuy discussed the two 
points at length during the in­ 


terview. 
“The main problems to be 
settled are to know whether 
Mr. 
Nixon 
really 
wants 
a 
peaceful settlement of the Viet­ 
nam problem, whether he will 
respond to the two legitimate 
demands of the 
Vietnamese 
people mentioned in the two 
points 
of 
clarifications,” 
h« 
said. “ 1 think I should explain 
to you that the two new points 
. . . contain many things new 
and flexible ..

If the steak is well-marbled 
i and expensive, the way most 
people like i t .. . the pork would 
be a better choice by far. 
According to the U. 
S. 
Department of Agriculture, one 
pound of boneless beef rib is 
about 1,800 calories per pound 
I (more if it’s “prime ribs” ) 
while lean, fat-trimmed pork 
loin is only 1,216 calories per 
pound. 
Cooked 
weight, 
of 
course, is less, depending on 
how much fat is rendered out 
by the heat- 
Why is It, then, that pork has 
such a black eye among calorie- 
counters while steak is assumed 
¡to be slimming? 


PLENTY FATTENING 
One reason is that some parts 
of the p¿g are plenty fattening

C L E M E N T E CLO U TS O N E FOR T H E FANS 
NEW YORK — It came out of the daytime, and 
stepped off the grass. The night owns baseball now, 
and it is played on green carpets in a lot of towns and 
in one place under a roof. The franchises move 
around, and there is the endless talk of money. It 
is a game that translates the poetry of action into the 
arithmetic of the statistics. The dream of it fades 
in the heads of the kids. Once it was a simple game 
and people deceived themselves that men worked at 
it for the joy of doing it. 
It has been reduced to an argument among poli­ 
ticians and lawyers. But there are such guys as 
Roberto Clemente, and it exists in all its innocence 
for a little while longer. They make it happen with 
beauty and grace. They bring it back to the radiant 
hours when the sun shone on it. Once again it becomes 
a ballet performed in a metropolitan, meadow by 
thrilling men. 
The big people of baseball come to the baseball 
writers dinner every year. They sit at the long table, 
and get up when they are called upon and they speak 
in a dead language. It is about a sport that never 
existed for them. They lie about what baseball has 
done for this country, and no one takes them serious­ 
ly. They are pompous bores. 


E M P T Y P H R A SE S 
The words are meaningless from use. It is a 
ceremony of deceit. It is practiced at every dinner of 
this kind the writers arrange around the country. Only 
the writers are obsessed with the purity of the sport. 
They are custodians of the vision children once saw 
in this country, but it has been razed by avarice of 
the franchise holders. 
Baseball survives because guys like Clemente still 
play it. He aiso has faith in it, and no one ever made a 
more eloquent speech than this man of profound 
sincerity. 
The pride of a decent man held them, and Cle­ 
mente spoke in silence. There wasn’t the sound, of 
whiskey splashing to a glass. The coffee cups didn’t 
clink on their saucers. The waiters appeared to be 
impressed by this beautiful guy. 
The trays didn’t bang and there wasn’t a clatter 
of dishes being stacked or of falling cutlery. It was 
more of a tribute than the standing ovation that 
would honor the end of this touching speech. 
Speech is the wrong description. It was a guy 
who was holding a conversation with a friend he 
thought was negligent about an important matter. 
This seemed to be personally addressed to everyone 
in the vast chamber, one man to another. It never 
appeared to be told into a microphone by a man on a 
temporary stage to guys sitting in dinner jackets 
around tables with the ashes floating around in the 
black lagoons of the coffee cups. 
“The fans sacrifice themselves . . 
he said. 
The buffs are clicks in the turnstiles. They are 
profit and loss, a lucrative season or a bad one, not 
human beings. 'The bail, clubs sell them entertainment, 
and. they should be grateful... But Clemente knows 
about the poor, and Puerto Rico is not a rich island. 
It is often tough money, the price of a ticket, for 
a lot of people, and guys go hungry and miss meals so 
they can afford it. The ball game is an adventure for 
them, a picnic and a block party. It is they who sup­ 
port the big men of baseball on that dais in the ornate 
ballroom, and Clemente remembered that. Spanish is 
his original language, but he speaks English with a 
slow clarity. The rhythm was a poet’s cadence, and 
he seemed to select words with a special, care, like a 
jeweler picking out diamonds to string them into a 
necklace. 
The men walked clumsily on the moon in their 
bulky suits, and Clemente wept that day. 
“I don’t know why, but I was crying.” he said. 


S IM P L E S IN C E R IT Y 
Speakers at these banquets refer casually to shed­ 
ding tears. But this wasn’t a maudlin statement. This 
was a man who looked at the television pictures 
coming back from the moon, and saw the world. No 
man is alone on earth, though one will be remembered 
forever as the first of the human race to stand on the 
moon. But Clemente thought of all the people who 
came together to get that guy there. He conceived 
them as a brotherhood. 
“This is the way the world should be,” said Rob­ 
erto Clemente, a ball player, who was accepting an 
award for playing baseball, which is manual labor. 
He talked about Puerto Rico, and he was glad he 
was from there and happy this island was part of the 
United. States. 
‘"‘When I see us fighting against each other,” he 
said, amazed at the stupid cruelty of prejudice and 
the brutality of greed and the mindless violence of 
terrible men. He talked about the joy of playing base­ 
ball, and he praised it as though he were not one of 
its ornaments. 
Just being a ball player flatters him, and he said 
he would do it for nothing and would not change 
places with the President of the United States. 
“This is the greatest country in the world,” he 
said. “You better believe it.” 
He said a lot of things, and the people who heard 
Roberto Clemente say them believed it.
